Fighting oil fires is 
a very tough job. 
The roar of oil 
escaping from a 
pipe at 800 miles 
an hour is 
deafening, even 
with earplugs. If 
you yell for help, 
you might not be 
heard. Plus, there’s 
always a chance 
that the well could 
explode. But the 
pay is good: $800 a 
day and up. 
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ready to 
fight this 
fire took 
Red more 
than a month—and 
putting it out took him 
a full year. 

It’s impossible to stop 
oil fires with a single 
stream of water. So Red 
invented a pump that 
has lower pressure but a 
diameter large enough 
to smother the fire, by 
cutting off its oxygen. If 
water doesn’t work, a 50- 
gallon drum of 
nitroglycerin poured on 
the fire will do the trick, 
by sucking away all 
remaining oxygen. 

When Red’s company 
led the way in putting 
out the 732 oil well fires 
set during the Gulf War, 
they had to deal with 
flames and deadly gas 
that shot 400 feet into 
the air. The 4,000-degree 
temperatures made the 
sand turn to liquid glass. 
Red and his workers 
suffered headaches and 
lung problems from

“T found out that you just 
don’t send drawings of Mickey 
Mouse and Donald Duck,” 
Andreas says. “The Disney style 
can be taught, but people need to 
know anatomy, have a flair for 
movement, and do life drawings 
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salar. You already know this 
guy is arrogant and inte 
expensive clothes. You can 
see it in his face. But he 
looked too realistic. it's not a 
cartoon character yet.“

It sounded like a lot of 
work—but Andreas really wanted 
to be an animator. So he started 
taking art classes when he was a 
teenager, then went to college to 
study art and design. When he 
had some good drawings, he 
sent them to Disney Studios. 
When he heard that they liked 
them, he just about fell over! 

Soon he was working on 
films like The Black Cauldron and 
Beauty and the Beast. On Aladdin, 
he was given the job of 
developing the villain Jafar.
